"Death has torn my

seared my soul," she said: "it has tak- 
en from me my dear husband and

kings. It reduced me from a reigning 
queen to a lonely widow. I shall sit 
colistered and alone in this little room 
to bear tho agony which 'God 
has 


thrust upon me. Let not the people 
of America forget me in my sorrow. 
Let the women, especially, give me 
their sisterly love and consolation. I 
am only a widow now. My throne is 
gone. I need the support of my dear 
American friends to bear the slings 
and arrows which, even in death, are 
directed against me by the outside 
world."

A DANGEROUS SITUATION 


We do not vouch for the agricultural 


statistics given below, but \ve accept them 
as substantially correct. They arc disclos- 
ed in a survey made by Dr. Henry C. Tay- 
lor, of the Institute of Research in Land 
Economics and Public Utilities of Xorth- 
. western university. Dr. Taylor was en- 
gaged in his research work nearly a year 
and it shows, among other things, that 
agriculture's share of the nation's income 
in 1926 was the lowest on record, amount- 
ing'to 9.7 per cent. It is less than half the 
farmer's income for the five-year period. 
,1909 to 1913, when it averaged 20.7 per 
cent of the national aggregate. 
For the 


last three years the agricultural income 
has-continued to descend, dropping from 
10.6 in 1924 to 10.2 in 1925 and less than 
10 in 1926. 


Farm bankruptcies, according to Dr. 


^Taylor's survey, have occurred more rap- 
idly in this period than ever before. 
He 


estimates that during 1926 there were 444 
farm bankruptcies for every working day. 
CAs a result of this depression the agricul- 
tural population shrank 2.000.000 persons 
•"between 1920 and 1925. notwithstanding 
the population of the United States as 
'a whole increased 8.500.000. Finally, it is 
shown by Dr. Taylor that 31.000.000 acres 
•of land went out of agricultural use be- 
tween 1920. and 1925. and that the land 
-•which has been kept under cultivation is 
being farmed less intensively than before 
'the World war. 


.Xo one can view these figures and their 


significance with indifference. No one can 
'deny that the}- are portentous. It is evi- 
dent that this process cannot go on much 
longer without-impairing-the- economic 
stability and independence of the United 
States. Should the present rate of shrink- 
'age continue we may soon reach the point 
jwhere a-poor crop will mean an 
actual 


shortage of food for the American people. 


" It is a situation which demands action, 
and while we do not think the govern- 
ment, through legislation or any other 
means, can of itself restore agriculture to 
its former position and prosperity, never- 
theless it may be of assistance in direct- 
ing the farmer to a correct solution of his 
ills and in cooperating Avith him for his 
economic recovery. 


Agriculture has not kept pace with oth- 


er economic groups in modern organiza- 
tion because of its vast number of units 
and the lack of local nuclei for initiating 
organization. 
The result is that the 


farming industry 
has 
lagged 
behind 


and is holding the bag. Its plight 
is a challenge not only to the gov- 
ernment of the United States, but to 
all the other 
economic groups, not 


one of which can remain permanently 
prosperous with the country agricultural- 
ly sick. We can afTord to make 
experi- 


ments for the healing of the patient that 
are nationally expensive. 
There is no 


amount, even into the billion?, that we 
cannoi afford to throw into the scales for 
the healthful recuperation of agriculture. 
Jt is clearly ;:p to the government to ac- 
cept the proposals of agricuitr.ral leaders, 
no matter how unscientific and illogical 
they may appear to be. unless it has a pos- 
itive program of its own which carries 
reasonable promise of 
affording relief. 


Both the government and the business 
branches of the country m«?t re-pond to 
the farmers" call. 
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the king will be fined unless the commun- 
al court relents.

Democracy and Republic, whcic the town 
mayor, councilman, leading ministers on 
bootleggers can really be brought to time 
for speeding. And one shudders at 
the 


very thought of President Coolidgc being 
arrested anywhere for anything! 


But then, we're only a Democracy. The 


king got arrested and had to take his des- 
serts along with the humblest citizen in a 
Monarchv. There's a difference. 


THE ROUMANIAN THRONE 


Because of the peculiar characteristics 


of monarchical government, 
a deposed 


ruler and his offspring, or a crown prince 
or heir presumptive who has renounced 
the succession, becomes a source of po- 
tential danger. If he is ambitious he may 
lead a movement for his restoration, and 
if he is pliant or unscrupulous he 
may 


easily become the tool of politicians who 
wish to use him for their 
advancement 


and selfish ends. There have been numer- 
ous instances of European nations reduc- 
ed to civil war by precisely ' these ele- 
ments. Because of the dccp-scatcd belief 
in royal prerogatives and the improprie- 
ty of human interference with them, it is 
always easy to excite popular sympathy 
for a claimant to the throne. 


Already a movemen: of this ki:rl is in 


progress in behalf of Crown Prince Card 
of itoumania. who. because of his esca- 
pac°s with women, agreed to renounce his 
right tc the throne. Hi? first breach was 
to desert from the front while his regi- 
ment was in action in order to elope with 
an untitled Roumanian with whom 
he 


had a love affair. He was arrested, charg- 
ed with treason and after a short im- 
prisonment rejoined his morganatic wife. 
The king and queen influenced him to 
permit ,this marriage to be annulled and 
to take for his wife Princess Helena of 
Greece, to whom 
was born Prince 


Michael and for whom a regency has just 
been set up in Roumania. 


Carol's next adventure was to elope 


•with another untitled Roumanian 
girl, 


and this caused such a scandal that it was 
demanded of him to renounce either her 
or the throne. He chose the latter alter- 
native, and his renunciation was accepted 
by both the king and parliament. Carol's 
claims have therefore been extinguished 
and the succession lawfully passed over 
his head to his offspring. 


But this will not prevent intrigue and 


conspiracy to restore him to the throne. 
There are keen rivalries and bitter differ- 
ences in the internal politics of the nation. 
The opposition to the Bratianos. though a 
minority is nevertheless vigorous and re- 
sourceful. Carol is said to be popular with 
the army and the peasantry. If he will 
lend himself to their schemes he can easi- 
ly be utilized by ambitious politicians for 
the disturbance of Roumania. He does 
not appear to be personally 
concerned 


about the throne, but that does not mean 
that he cannot be "handled" by those who 
would orofit bv his restoration. 


A NEW CAREER 


Miss Pattie Field, the only 
woman 


vice consul in the world, has returned 
to Denver for her first visit since she was 
appointed to the position in Amsterdam 
about two years ago and she has come 
back with enthusiasm for her job and 
with the prediction that diplomacy offers 
a splendid field for feminine talent, partic- 
ularly in the positions where the virtues 
of painstaking care and sympathy 
and

Miss Field 
believes that the colleges 


can. perhaps, be the most vital force in in- 
troducing women to this attractive field.

XOISKS OF THE NIGHT 


Some of us fcloep quietly enough and some of u* 


ire boisterous about It. Let us consider some of 
those 
eerie 
sounds, these snores, snorts, moan", 


groans, muttering:? and Inarticulate cries that dis- 
turb the audience, though harmless enough for the 
pcrfoimcr. sick or well. 


Snoring, like murder, may be.any of three degrees. 


First degree snoring: is just an exaggeration of the 
normal nasal murmur. In fact this- Is almost nor- 
mal, for most persons announce their sleep in tlns« 
manner. One can usually hear when one's neighbor 
'alls asleep at the movies. If you are inquisitive, 
try listening to your own breathing: when you are 
co'mposinc: yourself for sleep.^First degree snorins 
calls for no remedy unless it degenerates into some- 
ihing more heinous, namely: 


Second degree snorinp. This is that maddening 


gurjrle or rattle emitted with each inspiration when 
,he soft palate is utterly relaxed and flaps in the 
wind. Xow first degree snoring is due to the nor- 
mal or physiological relaxation of the lining of the 
nasal passages, an occurancc natural in sleep. Every 
one knows how the skin of a sleeping person be- 
comes \\arm and flushed with blood. 
This same 


normal congestion occurs in the lining of the nasal 
massages. When it is exaggerated ..or when there is 
ilready some lesion or disease condition present the 
engorgement renders nasal breathing: inadequate, 
and so the sleeper supplements his air supply by 
resorting to mouth breathing for part of his need- 
ed air. With some air entering through the nasal 
channel and some entering through the oral chan- 
nel, the soft palate, or its rear free edge tends to 
•ibrate between the two currents of air. That pro- 
duces second degree snoring. Close both nostrils 
completely, so that no air at all can enter through 
he nose, and you stop the snoring for the time 
being. 


The third decree of snoring is stertor. and this 


noise, at 
least to the educated ear. is the most 


ilarming of all noises of the night. While stertor 
may occur for brief moments in fairly well folk, or 
it least folk who aie not under medical care, it gen- 
rally spells grave illness, such as apoplexy, ure- 


mia, 
diabetic coma, fractured skull, alcoholic coma 


r" sunstroke. The characteristic feature of stertor 
r third degree snoring is a blowing out of the 
hooks and a puffing with each expiration. 
What to do in cases of snoring depends on the 
esree of the crime. 
For first degree snoring the best thing you can do is 


o suggest to the offender if it amounts to an offense. 
vacation, or perhaps a general health examination. 
The way to do this without giving offense 5s very 
imple: Offer to pay for it as a gift to your friend. 
For second degree snoring, a series of treatments 


or the underlying nasal lesion will generally help 
o overcome the trouble, if there is a lesion dis- 
overable by proper nose and throat examination.

way of approach to 
publishers, he 


took his courage in both hands and 
v.rote a letter to Wordsworth, who 
v.as at t'.iat time'poet laureate and 
who was regarded the greatest poet 
in England. The boy asked for advice 
as to how to enter upon a literary cu- 
iver. enclosing some of his poems 
Wordsworth send a kindly reply but 
of course could not give very much 
advice. That was as far as the bov 
qot in a literary" career—the weakness 
of his character defeated him. 


Charlotte Bronte next tried about 


the same thing, only she wrote to 
Southey, then looked upon as a much 
greater poet than today. 
He gave 


h»r a rather cold shower of discour- 
agement, which she took in good part 
It was because she had stamina that 
she finally won out where her hro 
ther failed. In due time, after years 
of labor, she became the author o 
"Jane Eyre." 
"Shirley." and 
"Vil 


ictte." 


The other two sisters. Emily am 


Anne, also both wanted to be writers 
H never seems to have occurred t 
eilhcr one that a career as wife and 
mother might be open to them.

DISLIKED COLD STEEL 


The conduct of Old'Abe under fire is 


the source' of many interesting ac- 
counts taken from periodicals publish- 
ed during the Civil war. An account of 
the battle of Farmington, May 9. 1862 
relates that the men were ordered to 
lie down. The instant they did so, it 
was Impossible to keep Abe upon his 
perch. He insisted on being protected 
as well as they, and, when liberated 
flattened himself on the ground and 
there remained until the men arose. 


Ole Abe was the hero of 25 battles 


and as many skirmishes.' One com- 
mentary reads: 
"When the 
battle 


raged most fiercely and the enthusi- 
asm of the soldiers was at its highest, 
then it was that Old Abe seemed to 
be in his own element. He flapped his 
wings in the midst of the 
furious 


storm, and, with head erect, faced the 
flying bullets and the crashing shells 
with no sign of fear." 


PRESENTED TO STATE 


After the war the members of Com- 


pany C presented Old Abe to the State 
of Wisconsin. Old Abe's entry into 
Madison was a triumphal one, the bird 
perching on the tip of the flag staff 
carried by the standard bearer. Gov- 
ernor James T. Lewis accepted 
the 


bird in the name of the State. 


Old Abe lived in the basement of the 


old Capitol for many years. The de- 
mand/of the public to see the famous 
bird/was very great and so he was 
taken about the country at various 
times-to be exhibited at fairs and re- 
unions . 


• Even in his cage in the basement of 
the Capitol, Old Abe did not retire 
from service. In 1881 a fire broke out 
in the basement of the Capitol which 
caused partial destruction of the state 
house. It was through the screams of 
Old -Abe that the fire was discovered. 
Partial suffocation from the smoke of 
his fire finally conquered Old Abe and 
he died on March 26, 1S81 at the age 
of 21.

old town clerk of Greenville, may re- 
'tire on expiration of his present term 
-of office, after having been in public 
service for 39 years. 
Sir. Ludwis 


:. served 39 years as a incmber of the 
'school board of his district, 32 years 
as member of the town board and 2S 
years as town clerk. 


When Mr. Ludwig reached the age 


•of 64 he was defeated in a campaign 
,' for reelection on the ground that he 
•was too old to serve longer in public 
office. At the age of C9 years, he was 
elected again on account of Jiis exper- 
ience and the tender years of the rival 
candidate and held the office ten con- 
secutive years. He is now in office at 
the age of 79 years and is not consid- 
ered too old to give prompt, satisfac- 
tory sen-ice. 
This record of public 


service made by Mr. Ludwig can not 
be duplicated by any other public ser- 
vant in Outagamie county. 


In 1S91. Mr. Ludwig was elected 


clerk of the town of Greenville the 
first time. As selling farm machinery 
disqualified him to hold that office, he 
served only one year. 


'Giving up the machinery business 


after one year, Mr. Ludwig was elect- 
ed again to the same office in 1S93. At- 
•ter this election, he served four years. 
At the close of this term, his defeat 
for reelection came as a result of 
driving an agent for men's clothing 
about the county. 


As a penalty of his second official 


Indiscretion, Mr. Ludwig was out of 
office for two years. But in 1S96, he 
was again elected and 
served six 


years, until 1912. 
He was defeated 


that year on the grounds that he was 
too old to serve his constituents in of- 
fice, at the age of sixty-four. In one 
Btretch. he then remained out of office 
five years.

On account of his excellent official 


record and the inexperience of the 
rix-al candidate, Mr. Ludwig was elect- 
ed to office again in 1917 and has held 
•the office without a. break since that 
election. Before'the nominating cau- 
-cus proceeding his last induction -to 
office was held, he received

Invitations from admirers to attend 
the caucus. 1 have no business there 
as I am too old to hold office," 
Mr. 


Ludwig replied to the invitation. Fi- 
nally consenting, he attended the cau- 
cus and was nominated by acclamation 
for the office of town clerk.
